reading tho results of this analysis erne 
cannot wonder that pilgrims who drink 
tho water aro frequently attacked by 
cholera. 


The specimen examined, -which was 


hcimetically sealed in tin bottles 40 
years ago by Sir Richaid Burton during 
his vis.it to Mecca in the disguise of a 
de -vish, contained 09 grains of chlorine 
to the gallon. Water which contains BO 
little as 9 gilt ins of chlorine to tho gal- 
lon is ordinairJy regarded as sciircely fit 
for human consumption. 


Moreover, in tho case of tho Zom-Zem 


well, it ie believed that tho chlorine 
originates from tho custom of pouring 
tho water over tho pilgrims and allow- 
ing it to run back into the well 
The 


sacred water was» found to possess aa 
extraordinary degree ot "harrlnnss," 
three times as _great nb that of average 
water. It also acid 20 times as much 
ammonia compounds as drinking water 
shonlcl contain. 


No bacteria vero discovered, but this 


is accounted for by the fact thut the 
water had remained lor so long a timo 
sealed up in entire darkness. 
Forty 


years of buch confinement had complete 
ly sterilized it, but tho chemical ira 
parities remained.—Youth's Compan- 
ion.

A TIMS.: FOR COO1) COUNSEL. 


In the pre^eiit great struggle between 


organized capital and organized labor 
good counsel should prevail. By keep- 
ing within the bounds of the law labor 
is certain to achieve a victory. Capi- 
tal without labor is worthless—useless. 
The hundreds of millions of capital 
invested In railroads is to-day unpro- 
ductive because it requires labor to 
make it remunerative. 
The great 


transcontinental railroads are as use- 
less as the old emigrant roads, on 
which tho pioneers of the Pacific Coast 
trudged across the continent and they 
will remain so until labor again makes 
them profitable. 


The relations between capital and 


labor should be amicable. Labor cre- 
ates capital and the creature cannot 
expect to be greater than its creator, 
though of late it has seemed to be. lu 
the present great struggle capital is 
helpless unless labor goes outside the 
pale of the law. Capital cannot suc- 
ceed without the intervention of armed 
force nnd that force cnnnot be used 
against labor while labor keeps within 
the law. Capital may incite violence 
for the purpose of invoking the aid of 
the Government. Every act of the in- 
cendiary will now be attributed to the 
strikers. It ia therefore tbeir duty to 
keep strict guard and see that no prop- 
erty is destroyed. Public sentiment is 
on their side, and this is yet <i country 
where the majority rules. The men 
engaged in the present struggle with 
the grasping Pullman combination are 
certain to win if they maintain order 
and merit the respect of the public. 
The sentiment of tho conservative ele- 
ment of the community is with them 
and they should do nothing,and, so far 
as lies in their power, prevent anything 
from being done that will lose them 
the confidence of the people. 


SPREADING. 


In 1865, whcc. the great fratricidal 


struggle had closed and peace had been 
restored 'o the distracted 
country, 


President Lincoln, in 
conversation 


with a friena, said: 


"I aee in the near future a crisis ap- 


proaching that unnerves me and causes 
me to tremble for the safety of my 
country. As a result of the war, cor- 
porations have been enthroned and an 
era of corruption in high places will 
follow, and the money puvver of the 
country will endeavor to prolong its 
reign by working upon the prejudices 
of the people until all wealth is aggre- 
gated in a few hands and the Eepublic 
is destroyed. 
I feel at this moment 


more anxiety for the safety of uiy 
country than ever before, even in the 
midst of war." 


A few days after he uttered these 


remarkable word^, President Lincoln 
was) assassinated. His prediction has 
verified. Corporations have been en- 
throned, aa era of corruption in high 
places followed and the money power 
of the country is endeavoring to pro- 
long its reign t/ working upon the 
prejudices of the people. All wealth 
is not yet quite aggregated iu the 
hands of a few, and it is possible the 
present 
uprising may prevent the 


destruction of the Republic. 
It is 


proving to tho corporations and their 
aiders and abettors in high places that 
the sympathies of a large majority of 
the people are with those men who 
have organized, not to make war on 
capital nor to destroy property, but to 
prevent aggregated capital from on 
slaving those in its employ. 


AN IMPAKl'lAL JUI3OE. 


The railroad people applied to Judge 


Boss of the United States Circuit 
Court at Los Angelos for an order en- 
joining the members of the American 
Railway Union from interfering with 
the mail trains. The Judge heard ar- 
gurucits iu support of the application 
and upon due consideration issued an 
omnibus injunction. This order not 
only enjoins the A. E. U., but also the 
railroad Superintendents from inter 
fering with the mail trains. Writs were 
served on Muir of the Southern Pacific 
and Wade of the Santa Fe, prohibiting 
them from interfering with the mails. 


The logical result of this decree is 


that if p. mail train is made up and 
ready to start, aud an attempt is made 
by either side to stop the train the 
party interfering will be arrested 
the men make up a mail train und the 
officials attempt to prevent it from 
starting without Pullmans then they 
are liable to arrest. This order is s< 
just ani impartial that it must com 
mend itsele to all. It shows that there 
are United States Judges who, in time 
like the present, can see both sides of 
a question and act impartially. How 
different thin ruling from that of Judg 
Jenkins in the 
Pacific cases !

Had it not been for 
the business and financial depression 
tho attendance would doubtless have 
baen a million more, aud the amount 
expended by visitors much greater.

INCENDIARISM IN CHICA&O. 


The City Threatened With Destruc- 


tion by a Lawless Mob 


of Toughs. 


SACBAHENTO, July 6.—There is no 


truth in the report that powder was 
put under the depot. All quiet to- 
night. 


In reply to the strikers' message that 


they would ruu a special train for him 
with union men, Governor Markbatn 
answered: "I v/ould bo very glad to go 
to Sacramento provided I can go there 
with'out placing myself under official 
obligation to any person, class or fac- 
tion 
When I reach there I must be 


left entirely free to act as my intelli- 
gence and best judgment dictates." 


There is great excitement at the news 


of the deadly conflict at Chicago. A 
majority of the striker are ugly and 
they threaten to exterminate the troops 
if the latter dislodge the Sacramento 
strikers, the latter being in possession 
of 
800 Winchesters. 
Anticipating 


trouble the First United States In- 
fnntry was brought back from Los 
Angeles to Sacramento. The strikers 
say they are not afraid if some blood 
flows. 


The railroad officers refuse to per. 


tnit the strikers to bring Governor 
Markham's special f i om Pasadena. 


United States Marshal Baldwin has 


made a statement in defense of liis 
action at the depot Wednesday. At 
first, he says, General Diamond was 
elected 1o continue in command, but 
finally delivered 
the 
command to 


Baldwin. 
Before doing so Baldwin 


says Diamond had given orders to flre, 
but 
General 
Shcehan 
questioned 


Diamond's authority, contending that 
such an order should be issued by the 
Marshal. Directions wera thon given 
to clear the yards, but Diamond told 
Baldwin this could not 
be accom- 


plished without firing. Baldwin says 
he told the Generals to flre if neces- 
sary after ho had told the people of 
such instructions and that the militia 
officers said their rnt<n were neither in 
physical trim for, nor were they in 
sympathy with offensive corporation?, 
but could be relied upon for defensive 
measures, the militiamen being in full 
sympathy with the strikers. 


SAN FRAXOISCO, July 6.—To-uight tho 


Southern Pacific Company seems to bo 
no nearer regaining the management of 
it's railways in California. The strik- 
ing A. li. U. men still control the situa- 
tion. Several newspapers to-day pub- 
lished reports that the company had 
weakened and that the Pullman coached 
would ba withdrawn from all lines in 
the State and freight and mail trains 
started if the strikers would agree not 
to molest such trains. This afternoon 
A. N. Towne, General Manager of the 
company, stated that such reports 
were unfounded and that the company 
oositively would not recede from it's 
position. In other words, the company 
will run Pullmans or no trains at all. 
The present outlook 
indicates no 


trains. One passanger train left Port- 
land, Oregon, for San Francisco this 
morning, but it is not believed it can 
reach this point without delay. 
An 


occasional train is also running out of 
this city on the coast division. 


A force of 103 policemen keeps the 


strikers out of tho railroad yards here 
and the trains are made up on that 
line without much hindrance. Outcuda 
of San Francisco county the situation 
is different. The San Louis Obispo 
train was stalled this morning by the 
strikers just across the county lino 
where the authority of the city police 
ends. Traffic on the Coast Division has 
also beau blocked at San Jose by 
crowds gathering on the track and re- 
fusing to move. A company of the 
Fifth Regiment waa ordered out vhis 
afternoon, and left for San Jose to 
disperse thesa crowds. 


At Oakland the blockade ia still com- 


plete, not even the suburban aad ferry 
trslas running. 


At Sacramento, where the situation 


ia most serious, not a wheel ie turning. 
There baa been co trouble there to-day 
however, as no farther effort has been 
made by the U. S. Marshal or State 
troops to assist the railroad companies 


twice. Tte etrJfeera 


are confident- They not only insist 
that tho Pullmans must be withdrawn 
by the Southern Pacific, but to-day 
their leaders went further and de- 
clared that the men would not roturn 
to work until their wagSs were re- 
stored to the scale of 1893. 


A committee of strikers went among 


the business men of Sacramento this 
morning and collected over $2,000 for 
the maintenance of the families of the 
poorer strikers. 


A committee of City Trustees aud 


business men of Sacramento waited 
upon the leaders of the strike to-day 
to propose arbitration. The men ab- 
solutely refused to consider this prop- 
osition, declaring that the Pullmans 
must be withdrawn and wages restored 
to the former scale. 


Governor Markham, who is in South- 


ern California, is desirous of returning 
to Sacramento. 
To-day his private 


Secretary waited upon Harry Knox, 
the leader of the strikers, and Knox 
wired the Governor at Los Angeles 
that he would be allowed to come 
through on a special traint provided a 
union crew was employed. 


The Federal troops at all the posts 


around the bay are under marching 
orders, but no direction has been re- 
ceived by General Buger to scud 
United States soldiers to Sacramento. 
Among the troops the impression pre- 
vails that orderd to proceed to the 
Capitol city are hourly due, 


WEST OAKLAND, July 6.—The follow- 


ing dispatch from E. V. Debs tvas re- 
ceived this evening by T. J. Rbbeits, 
President of Oakland Lodge, A. B. U.: 


CHICAGO, July 6,1894. 


•' We have assurance that within 


forty-eight hours every labor organiza- 
tion in the country will come to the 
rescue.

Every true man must quit and remain 
out until the fight is won. There can 
be no half-way ground. Men must be 
for or against us. Our cause is gaining 
ground daily and our success is only a 
question of a few days.

Our victory will be 
positive aud complete."

record in the strike conflicts in Chi- 
cago to-day. Developments of last 
night and to-day have led to a firm 
conviction that nothing short of an 
over'vhelmninK armed force with in- 
structions to shoot to kill can settle 
the trouble. To-day has been one of 
alarm, and frequeuf were the calls for 
police, deputy marshals and soldiers. 
In the southern part of the city riot 
has been running rampant; cars were 
overturned, switches broken and tracks 
obstructed in numerous ways. Oars 
and switch towers were burned and an 
attempt made to Sro the great Armour 
Packing Plant. Incendiary 
blazes 


were so frequent t hut the fire depart- 
ment cr-ild scaroeij attend to them all. 
Fire alarm wires were cut and the po- 
lice, when turning in alarms, were 
stoned. The tr.'ck of capturing a train 
and running the engine up the track, 
and then sending it hack at full speed 
agalast the train, was neat and one 
likely to be imitated. The stoning of 
incoming trains waa a common pastime, 
and one engineer on the 'Rock Island 
wa<3 fatally injured this way, 


Owing to a riot on a stock train at 


Kensington, a deputy marshal killed 
two strikers, and thodeputies guarding 
the Baltimore & Ohio passenger train 
met a shower of stones with a volley 
from revolvers, killing four men and 
wounding a number of others. 


A grave feature was added to the 


situation to-day when the meeting of 
representatives of all bodies of organ- 
ised labor in the City favored a general 
sympathy strike and Appointed a com- 
mittee of three with full power to act, 
and a meeting of the organized labor 
has been called for Sunday to ratify 
their action.

The most significant development of 


the general strike situation was-carry- 
ing the strike east to Cleveland with 
tho promise that to-morrow it will 
reach the Atlantic coast, thus tieing up 
the railroads from San Francisco to 
New York.

killed by deputy marshals to-day and 
a large number wounded. President 
Cleveland has threatened to send 20,- 
000 National Guard soldiers to Chicago 
from New York aud Pennsylvania. 
The Illinois National Guard number- 
ing 8,000 men are now being centered 
at Chicago. 


Herbert Letters, a striker, was killed 


to-day by Mrs. William Lehman, whoie 
husband took Letters' place. Letters 
attacked Lehman when the latter's 
wife shot him. 


Two hundred stock cars of the Grand 


Trunk are now burning (12 o'clock 
midnight) at the Stock Yards. 


N. M. Kichie, a watchman on the 


Fort Wayne, was stoned to death by a 
mob. 


President Debs has issued a procla- 


mation cautioning the strikers and em- 
ployes against being parties to any vio- 
lation of law, municipal, State or Na- 
tional, during existing difficulties. He 
reminds them that while they have a 
right to quit, others have a right to 
take their places. Debs calls upon the 
strikers to keep away from the railroad 
yards and places where there is any 
likelihood of an outbreak, so that rail- 
roads will cot have any chance to say 
their trains do not move because'the 
strikers interfere. 


CHICAGO, July 7.—1 o'clock A.M.—The 


flaming torch and lawless sport of fire- 
bugs is at work at several points in the 
south half of Chicago. Fires are rag- 
ing in every direction along the numer- 
ous railroad yards. Hundreds of cara 
and tpns of thousands of dollurs worth 
of merchandise has gone up in smoke 
or been carried off by the now frenzied 
mob of rioters. Incendiary is rampant, 
alarm after alarm has follov ed in 
quick succession. 
All day and to- 


night ot 1 o'clock tho glare reflected 
from the heavens shows that the dis- 
orderly pastime continues unabated. 
All day long the firebugs did their 
work but with tho falling shades of 
night camo the climax of the fiery festi- 
val 


In the Pan-Handle yurds from Fifty- 


fifth to Sixty tliird streets stock cart 
are on lire. Tracks containing fron: 
1,000 to 2,000 cars, half of them loaded, 
will bo n total loss. No water being 
at hand the fire must burn itself ont. 
The Pan-Handle station at Sixty-third 
street was also flred and destroyed. 


The Grand Trunk yard at Elston is a 


sea of flame. Five hundred box-car? 
are supposed to have burned and n)] 
efforts to chpck the flames were futile 
While directing the movements of the 
Elevotith Catalliou at Fifty-first street 


j Fire Marshal Fitzpatrick was eeized 
by the thoroughly frenzied mob of fire- 
bugs and thrown into a pond from 
which he was rescued by tho police 
more dead than alive. Everything at 
this point will probably be a total loss. 


At the park near the World's Fuir 


grounds the ashes of forty cars are now 
smouldering, and word has just come 
in that after numerous efforts the mob 
has succeeded in firing the Illinois 
Central shops at Burnside. 


At the stock yards to-night about 


fifty toughs, some of whom are railroad 


men, were skulking from point to point 
and set a large number of fires. Their 
methods wore thoroughly unique. 
They loaded several hand-cars with 
buckets of waste and oil and they 
would glide around among the cars in 
Ihe darkness, lighting wads of stuff 
which would be thrown into the open 
doors of cars as they passed by ttem. 


Fires spring up on every hand and 


no organized effort on the part of tho 
police seemed in any way to inter- 
fere with them. This is the banner dis- 
trict of the city if not of the entire 
county for all around toughs. It is as 
much as a man's life is worth to inter- 
fere with them. 


Troops are hurrying south; company 


after 
company, in heavy marching 


order are moving to the turbulent dis- 


1 tricts from the center of the city. The 
aggregate losses of the railroads will be 
enormous. Miles of their track have 
been ruined by the firece heat and 
hundreds of switchmen and signal 
towers with their expensive mechanism 
are totally ruined. 


Thousands of cars and untold quan- 


tities ef merchandise of every descrip- 
tion bare fed the Same and gorgsd the 
lardera of thieves. 
Valuable locomo- 


tives have been wrecked aud. disabled. 
Miles of telephone wires and poles, 
telegraph, electric light and flre alarm j 
wirea are now special objects of attack.! 
Flagging of the flre alarm boxes is! 


ous element in the tremendous wave 
of incendiarism, preventing notice be- 
ing received of the starting of fires at 
the engine houses until, with the poor 
water supply in these outlying districts 
the flres have attained such headway 
that they cannot be stopped except 
through the lack of further material on 
which to feed. The maddened mobs 
are now worked up to the highest 
pitch of fury, At this hour it appears 


though nothing short of tho miracu- 


lous can prevent riotous demonstra- 
tion against property and the sacrifice 
of many lives.

It had its ad- 
vantages in the matter of health, us 
there was 110 tight lacing after the My- 
oensean age. The stylo was not extrava- 
gant or costly, but it Is impossible. 2Ea- 
theticism cannot bring it back. An tos- 
shete in a chiloii and sandals on a colo 
and rainy day would bo tin unlovely ob- 
j-i^t He would be wrapped in a blanket, 
thrust into a four wheeler and sent to a 
ho&pital. Not for all tho glory that was 
Greece's would rational men barter a 
pair of stockings n"d a pair of
